The market has shown no change from its former condition 
of quietness, with the usual run of small orders, and some busi- 
ness doing all the time. There have been many rumors of 
activity in future tomatoes, which have made this market excep- 
tional because nearly all other sections are finding it next to 
impossible to seeure any business in the future lines. But when

previous frosts are coming in, and reputable parties who have 
visited the sections bear testimony to the correctness of these 
reports The recent cold snap put peaches and small fruits in a 
questionable position. 


The Norih and West have been experiencing cold weather, 
and such as will retard if not entirely prevent the planting of 
peas. This may be a serious condition, for it has been pointed 
out the winter was such an open one that the insects and their 
eggs were not killed in the ground to any extent this past 
winter; and if this is the case the pea crop may be caught by 
louse and other insects before it matures. Sothat any delay at 
this time, tending to bring the crop in later will enhance the 
risk in this respect. Delaware, Maryland and New Jersey 
should be well along with their peas, and be able to get their 
crops made before any heavy ravages of such insects, should 
they occur. The season has been a very favorable one for the 
growers here, the entire winter being an open one. 


There are few or no changes to note in the prices of canned 
goods. Tomatoes have been marked off slightly, and are now 
quoted at 65c. to 67%c. for No. 3 standards ; seconds at 57 4c. 
to 60c.; No. 2 standards at 47%4c. to 50c.; seconds at 42%c. 
to 45c., and No. Io at $1.75 to $2.00. New York, Chicago and 
other sections report the market on tomatoes as quiet, with the 
jobbers seeking lower figures than the holders care to entertain. 
In fact this is the general condition of the jobbing trade. The 
occasional offers of holders lead the jobbers to believe they can 
secure what they need at their own prices. Stocks have been 
allowed to run down to a low level, and they are only being 
replenished as needed. The situation seems to be favorable for 
an advance in prices, if a concerted stand could be made, and 
the offerings at reduced figures withheld. 


Peas are not receiving the attention they are entitled to and — 


the market is quiet. The demand seems to be entirely for the 
cheaper grades, or as we said last week, for the better grades at 
cheap prices. There are no changes to note in the prices, and 
some few fair sized blocks of cheap peas are ‘reported to have 
changed hands. It begins to look as if the holdings on this class 
of goods were growing small. And when it is remembered that 
jobbers took more peas in as futures, last year, than possibly any 
other line of canned goods, it indicates that the people are eating 
them and that they are off the market and not on the shelves or 
in warehouses. 


It seems difficult to stir up any interest in corn. Ths hold- 
ers are rather inelined to firmness in the main, but there are 
always a few to break away and offer goods enough to keep the 
market from any raise in prices. It is known there are some 
pretty good holdings but the season for good consumption of 
this article has many months to run yet, and these should be 
reduced very considerably before the new season opens. Aswill 
be seen in our prices quoted elsewhere there are no changes made 
in any styles or grades. The jobbers are buying just as they 
need the goods and in small lots. 


Pineapple packing should open here shortly, but there does 
not appear to be much preparation for it. It is expected the 
pack in this City will be light this year. Since the campaign of 
advertising on Hawaitan pineapple the demand for other packs 
has fallen off, and'even reductions in prices have failed to move 
the goods as fast as the holders would like to see. 

‘Spinach packing will soon be on, and the houses are now 
making preparations for it. The demand for these goods is 
growing each year and the quality of the product is improving, 
which is stating the cause after the effect. 

Cherries show a little change this week, No. 2 standard 
white cherries in water being quoted down to 85c., a reduction, 
while No. 2 extra preserved are hardening up a little and are 
now quoted at $1.35 to $1.50. 

The situation in cans and canners’ metals has not changed, 
and we have no new prices to quote. 


NEW YORK MARKET. 


Reported by Special Correspondent. Market Conditions. 
Changes and Outlook. 


NeEw York, April 28—As a whole the situation in canned 
goods has not changed materially since last week, but there has 
been more movement in some varieties, notably asparagus since 
the reduction price. The situation otherwise remains substanti- 
ally as previously reported. Perhaps it can be said with truth 
that more movement is noted in all varieties, though the increase 
is comparatively slight. Holders are still insisting upon full 
prices for their stock, though in a few instances it is understood 
that shading is permitted. The outlook is promising, with no 
special feature in the market now to create enlarged interest. 
Conditions can be summed up as sufficiently active to hold prices 
moderately firm, but without any particular feature to increase 
interest beyond satisfying the requirements of daily traffic. 

Asparagus—Last Saturday California packers reduced prices 
on all grades of asparagus 15c., which brings it down to where 
it was before the floods created scarcity. The result has been 
that business has increased somewhat, but the accumulation of 
stacks bought at higher prices prevents buyers taking hold as 
freely as they otherwise would. The cost has been high during 
recent years and practically every one has some stock on hand 
purchased at these increased figures. While prices are now as 
low as they ever have been it will be necessary for some of the 
largest buyers to dispose of some of their higher priced stock 
before they will feel like making very large purchases. Some of 
the well informed men in the business think that if holders 
would accept the inevitable and let their accumulations go at 
prices based upon the present quotations they would soon be in 
position to dictate conditions. The asparagus industry has

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suffered severely because of the increased price and until some- 
thing is done the consumption will not be what it was before the 
quotations advanced. The market is, therefore, in a more or 
less uncertain state, with no one knowing exactly what will 
occur in the future. If one holder should decide to break away 
the rest would undoubtedly follow. 

Tomatoes—Spot movement is slow. Jobbers are looking 
for stock at concessions, but brokers say that they cannot get 
orders ‘through for full standard 3s at less than 65c. regular 
terms f. o. b. factory. In one quarter, at least, some business 
has been done at 67%c. delivered New York, which is 62%4c. 
regular terms f. 0. b. factory, with Baltimore freight rate. It 
is understood, too, that a few more cars will be supplied at the 
same figure. The goods are offered as full standards and have 
been so accepted by the purchasers. This seems to be proved 
by the fact that brokers have not been troubled with rejections. 
Futures are attracting almost no attention. The spot market is 
weak and prices average 5c. less than futures, which has made 
the selling of futures extremely slow. Reports are to the effect 
that a good deal of business is being done in the South, but it 
doesn’t seem to have any connection with anything here. The 
price is quoted at 7oc. regular terms f.o. b. factory season’s 
delivery. Favoraite brandsare held firmer, and they do not sell. 

Corn—Spot business is dull, but with holders disinclined to 
make concessions practically nothing isdone. One sale of Maine 
corn consisting of 3,000 cases was reported at 75c. The seller 
called the goods fancy, but handlers of fancy Maine corn rather 
scouted the idea and said that the sale could not have been made 
at that price unless something special made it possible. “State 
corn is dull, but the market is steady. Maryland Maine style is 
held steadily at quotations, but movement is slow. No interest 
is shown in any grade or variety of future corn. 

Peas—The market is very quiet, the only demand being for 
cheap stock at around 60 a 65c, and of this very little of the 
quality wanted by buyers seems to be available. 

Apples—One sale of 200 cases of New York state gallons 
was made at $2.45 delivered, but as it was a cleanup sale it 
exerted no influence on the market. Around $2.60 New York 
represents about the best that most holders are ready to do. 

Peaches—No interest developed in California goods during 
the week. Nearly all holders were firm in their views, but 
movement was slack and business was limited to a few small 
requirements. In Southern stock there was no change and the 
situation remained as reported last week. 

Apricots—Movement was limited to the requirements of 
individual holders. Business has not developed during the week 
sufficiently to change the market conditions in the slightest 
degree. 

Pineapple—Some reduction has been made in the price of 
Singapore Pineapples, and this has developed an interest which is 
understood to have cleaned up stock with considerable freedom. 
A fair business has developed in Hawaiian stock. Baltimore 
goods are neglected, excepting a slightly increased demand for 
pie grated. 

Sardines—The Maine pack continues light and no demand 
is reported for spot goods. One packer has succeeded in putting 
and selling about a car of new goods, but aside from that the 
business done has been small. 

Salmon—Red Alaska talls remain firm with quotations up 
to $1.35 and holders determined not to reduce them. Demand 
has not developed during the week as was expected, consequent- 
ly the market has remained about as it was last week. Pinks 
are dull and weak, with sales limited. Chinook is steady, but 
movement is restricted by the scarcity of stock. Sockeye is un- 
changed, with holders insisting upon full prices for their goods. 

Lobster- The stock in market is largely neglected, but some 
export inquiry has developed and this prevents further declines 
in quotations at primary points.

Cuicaco, April 28, 1909. 

Spring Weather. —We have had a variable succession of 
warm, cool, bright, rainy, windy, calm weather the past week. 
Genuine spring weather. 

Canned Corn.—The brokers are claiming that the canned 
corn market is firmer and that prices are tending upward. I 
heard today that the Paxton Canning Co., Paxton, Ill., had 
sold all the spot and future corn they cared to sell, and that 
they were no longer sitting on the lid keeping the price of 
canned corn down. Maybe if a few of the other fellows would 
get out of the path it would be possible for canned corn to 
advance 2%c. a dozen temporarily at least. 

Canned Salmon.—The spring demand for canned salmon 
is beginning and there is a movement starting which signifies 
that local jobbing houses are short of stock. Sockeye in No. % 
flat, cohoe and medium red in No. 1 tall are very scarce. 

Full grade red Alaska No. 1 tall is in limited supply, and 
cohoe No. % flat is wanted and in fair demand. There is an 
over supply of pinks No. 1 tall and No. % flat, and of No.1 
flat cohoe and No. 1 flat red Alaska. Sockeye No. 1 tall and 
No. 1 flat are in fairly good supply. 

The tendency on the part of buyers is to sail close to the 
wind on canned salmon as they know that the big pack of Sock- 
eye of the fourth year cycle is due this spring and fall, and no 
one wants to carry over any stock.

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No one need be alarmed, however, as to that for the salmon 
canning interests are now well organized and strongly capital- 
ized, and knowing that their product is the cheapest, most 
palatable and most wholesome food now on the market or to be 
had, it does not matter how large the pack of red salmon in cans 
is, it will not be forced upon the market. 

It is, therefore, very doubtful if the price for 1909 will be 
any lower than last year, and possibly it may not be quite as 
low. It will be remembered that the price of Red Alaska No. 1 
tall opened up last year at $1.15 f. 0. b. Pacific Coast. The 
‘“good guessers’’ are now predicting that the opening price for 
1909 will be the same or at least not lower than $1.10 per dozen 
f. o. b. Pacific Coast points. 

Not Retailing.—‘‘THE TRADE’’ types made a packer I 
was talking to say in last week’s communication that he had 
just received an order for (300) three hundred cases of canned 
tomatoes (future delivery) through the brand having been 
described as excellent in this column. ‘‘Toerr is human to for- 
give divine,’’ and I forgive your compositor this time, but he 
should understand that an order for three hundred cases of 
tomatoes would be looked upon as a very small order. That 
packer said three thousand cases of tomatoes ; this way: ‘‘3,000.”’ 

Asparagus Price Breaks.—The California Fruit Canners’ 
Association broke their opening price on canned asparagus this 
week by making a reduction all along the line of 15c. per dozen 
on all sizes styles and grades. This was made of course to meet 
the cut or reduction made by one or two other asparagus 
canners. 

It is regarded asa rather awkward and illy considered reduc- 
tion however as it bears unequally upon the grades or qualities 
and tends to give buyers the impression that there must still be 
an enormous profit in packing canned asparagus if such butcher- 
cleavers tactics can be used in reducing the price. For illustra- 
tion the reduction is equivalent to four and a quarter (4-4 %) 


per cent on mammoth white No. 2% quoted at $3.55 and fifteen 
(15%) per cent on round green tips quoted at $1.05. A care- 
fully considered and scientific reduction of the list would have 
been made on a percentage basis giving equality all down the 
line. 
Pork and Beans.—!I had a talk with a big packer of Pork 
and Beans today and he grewconfidential. Heclaimed that Van 
Camp Packing Co. were spending six hundred thousand dollars 
this year advertising and selling their canned Pork and Beans 
and canned Condensed milk. He held that they now had in 
their employ more than three hundred salesmen taking orders 
for these two specialties and turning the orders over to whole- 
salers. He held that Van Camps capacity for packing baked 
beans is 2,500 cases a day and that they run all the year round 
at full capacity. This would give Van Camp a distribution of 
three quarters of a million cases per annum and as that concern 
is always behind on orders, I guess his figures are not too high. 

He claimed that The Heinz Co. Pittsburg, sold the next 
largest quantity to Van Camp and that the T. A. Snider Pres. 
Co. of Cincinnati Ohio ranks next to The Heinz Co. in amount 
of sales. No other firm comes within hailing distance of 
any of these firms as to amount of sales of Pork and Beans 
except possibly one firm in Chicago (Jno. H. Leslie & Co.) which 
packs almost exclusively however for jobbers labels and makes 
no stir about it in the world. 

He claimed that the advertising that had been done in the 
past few years had educated the public taste and taught the 
people to eat baked Pork and Beans, making the market for the 
enormous output as it grew greater. 

Canned Tomatoes.—The market is well supplied at present 
and but little interest is being taken by buyers. Heavy arrivals 
by Lake and Rail line supplied the requirements of buyers and 


no speculative felling is to be found in any quarter.

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California Market. 


The Situation in the Pacific Coast States, as reviewed by 
7 our Special Correspondent for the past week. 


San Francisco, CAL., April 24, 1909. 

Shipments of canned goods from San Francisco continue to 
be heavy and in some instances are record breaking in size for 
this season of the year. It isto be noted, however, that with 
the exception of cauned salmon but little is being sent to the 
Eastern States, the Coast states and the Middle West being the 
market that is showing the most life at the present time. Ship- 
ments of salmon during the month of March by sea were 21,576 
cases as compared with 3,022 cases during the corresponding 
month of 1908. In March, 1907 the shipments were somewhat 
larger, being 75,530 cases. However, shipments would be much 
heavier at the present time if it were possible to secure the goods 
needed. Dozens of orders for Alaska red salmon are being 
returned unfilled as the local demand will be more than sufficient 
to absorb all that can be secured here. Prices on this fish are 
now nominal and while it may be possible to purchase some but 
little known brands at $1.25, the ruling price is $1.30. Pink 
salmon is selling here at 6734 and 7oc. but so great is the desire 
of some of the independent holders of this grade of fish that it 
is certain that an offer of less would be accepted if a large quan- 
tity were to be taken. All the vessels with cannery supplies for 
the Alaskan fisheries have left, both here and at Seattle. Some 
difficulties were experienced in getting men at the last moment 
and a few vessels were delayed beyond their sailing dates but 
full crews were finally secured. Ifthe run of salmon is heavy 
it is anticipated that a large pack will be put up as a stock of 
tin for cans much in excess of that taken last season was taken 


North this year. The extent of the run of red fish will largely 
determine the size of the pack of pinks, for if the former are 
plentiful but little attention will be paid to the latter. It is now 
announced that the fishermen in British Columbia expect to 
secure permission from the authorities to commence operations 
in June instead of in July, as the regulations now are. Opera- 
tors on the Columbia River declare that conditions there do not 
point to as heavy a run of fish as was experienced four years 
ago and preparations have been made fora pack of about 750,000 
cases. 

One of the most interesting events of the past week has 
been the naming of prices on asparagus by the California Fruit 
Canners’ Association. The announcement of these prices was 
immediately followed by a revision in the list of the Central 
California Canneries who had named prices more than a month 
ago. The prices named by the California Fruit Canners’ Associa- 
tion are as follows; all goods being packed in 234 square cans: 
Mammoth white, $2.80; peeled, $3.55; Mammoth green, $2.45; 
peeled, $3.20; large white, $2.50; peeled, $3.25; large green, 
$2.20; medium white, $2.25; medium green, $2.15; small white, 
$2.15; small green, $2.00. The new prices of the Central Cali- 
fornia Canneries are identical with the above and they also list 
the following: white tips, $2.35; green tips, $1.90. These are 
packed in No, 1 square tins. In No. 1 Tall Salmon style cans 
are quoted white, ungraded, $1.15 and green, ungraded, $1.00. 
For No. 2% Giant or Colossal add 25 cents per dozen to prices 
for Mammoths. For No. 3 square tins add 75 cents per dozen 
to prices for No. 1 tips. In case it is desired to use private 
labels allowance for labels will be made as follows: No. 3 tins, 
$1.50 per 1,000; No. 2% tins, $1.25, and No. 1 tins, $1.00. 
The Central California Canneries shipped its first car of canned 
asparagus early this month and announces that this is the earl-

than on what the market will bear. In addition to the low 
prices named for this season’s pack it must not be forgotten that 
the element of quality must also be considered by buyers. The 
pack now being put up is superior to any that has been packed 
in recent years. 

Advices from the growing districts are of a more or less 
conflicting nature in regard to the fruit crops but it is definitely 
decided that there will be a lessened yield of apricots. No 
damage has been done, as yet by frosts and the season for dam- 
age from this source is now about over. From some districts 
come reports of a loss from thrips but there is not sufficient to 
cause a noticeable decrease in the crop. Canners with stocks 
still on hands, as a rule are anxious to get rid of all they can at 
the present time and there has been some shading of prices. 
Apricots, however, as well as most grades of cling peaches, are 
selling at full rates and stocks are about exhausted. 

The annual meeting of the stockholders of the California 
Fruit Canners’ Association was held last week and in his annual 
report President Fries said in part: ‘‘During the fiscal year which 
closed Feb. 28th, there was a substantial increase in the volumn 
of foreign sales, but sales throughout the United States were

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A Possible Canned Corn Market. 
Large Consuming Public Among the Welsh Collieries. 


Consul Lorin A. Lathrop, in the following report from Cardiff, indi- 
cates a good market for American canned goods in Wales: 


Cardiff supplies well over a million people with the things they eat 
and drink. These consumers are close together, within 25 miles of this 
city. The coal districts of Glamorganshire are so thickly popalated in 
many of the valleys that the towns are continuous. The adult coal miners, 
heads of families, receive an average wage in excess of $12.50 per week 
and spend money freely on food. A compact mass of people willing and 
able to spend money on the American food products, which are not prop- 
erly brought to their attention, awaits the seller. No market is more 
promising ; nowhere is consumption more steady and regular. Though 
there is depression at the moment in the coal industry, and though the 
purchasing power of the miners will be largely decreased this year, never- 
theless an approximate 40,000,0c0 tons of coal must be raised to the surface 
every twelve months in the counties of Glamorgan and Monmouth. 


Local supplies of fresh vegetables from the stores are limited during a 
considerable part of the year. Though the coal miner wherever possible 
plants a small allotment to potatoes and cahbages, he supplements his 
dietary with vegetables and fruits canned or otherwise preserved. 


A striking illustration is to be found in the history of the dried pea in 
Glamorganshire. Ten years ago dried English marrowfats were practically 
unknown to the Welsh coal miners. They were introduced bya Cardiff 
firm, packed in 1-lb. packets, which are generally sold retail at 8c., whole- 
sale prices running generally about $8 64 per gross. The sale during the 
season from January to March, 1909, is believed to exceed 2,000,000 pound, 

With each packet is sold a small lump of carbonate of soda. After the 
peas have been soaked over night they are boiled with this carbonate, 
which maintains the green color. A lump of sugar 1s introduced, and per- 
haps some mint or parsley. 

Notwithstanding the great important in Britain of dried, bottled, and 
tinned vegetables from the continent of Europe, these peas are of English 
origin, the large marrowfat lending itself well tothe drying process. There 
is no reason why American growers of a similar product should not secure 
a share in this market. 


OPPORTUNITY FOR CORN, 


American canned corn ought easily not only to make its own market 
as an additional product, but to take the place, to some extent, of the dried 
peas. It is much easier to prepare for the table—a consideration with the 
collier’s wife. It is sweeter and takes less time to cook, thereby saving 
fuel. 


There is only one way, however, in which the corn can be introduced, 
and that is by local demonstration in the small grocery stores throughout 
the district. The history of a well-advertised special product of the United 
States is interesting. The company which exploited this commodity 
booked dates with grocers and sent an attractive and neatly dressed young 
lady around, who was supplied with an oil cooking stove and a well pre- 
pared booklet. The grocer was glad to furnish a corner of his store with- 
out asking an exculsive contract for the sale of the product. The appetiz- 
ing products of the agent’s skill, which were given to the customers of the 
store, and many of which were eaten on the premises, were incidentally an 
adyertisement; hence the grocer’s willingness to allow the use of his store. 


In this case, and in another in which similar tactics were pursued, and 


‘where inexpensive little watch charms were given, the results are said to 


have been entirely satisfactory. A large trade has ensued, and the special 
products are found in 99 out of every 100 grocery stores, even in the small 
villages. Yet in each of these cases the commodities were in the nature of 
luxuries. Results should be greater with canned corn, which ought to be- 
come a staple.

EDITORIAL JOTTINGS. 


The action of the Canned Goods Exchange in asking the 
brokers who issue weekly or other price lists toquote the maxi- 
mum as well asthe minimum prices, is a good move. 


mm There are more persons than merely packers who should 

wish to help canned goods up in prices as well as consumption; 
and certainly the canned goods brokers should be found in the 
front of these. 


Under such conditions as the market is. now laboring, with 
holdings heavy in some lines and some sections, and demand 
light, it is but natural that there should be frequent forced offer- 
ings come upon the market. And to make these offerings as the 
basis for the entire market quotations is not correct. It gives a 
false impression, and certainly tends to hold prices down. 


The great bulk of the holders, the canners, hold their goods 
for much better figures than are made upon these special offer- 
ings, and they should have some consideration. In fact they 
constitute the market, and should be quoted, with the special 
offerings given as such. And in offering the market let the low- 
est and the highest figures be given. This is all the Exchange 
asks. 


While the request was made to the brokers of Baltimore, it 
nevertheless applies to all canned goods brokers, and in all lines, 
whereever they may be situated. Here is an Opportunity for 
the National Canned Goods & Dried Fruit Brokers Association 
to make a return for the courtesies the Canners’ Associations 
have shown them, by requesting all their members to comply 
strictly with this request. 


There is a good lively campaign on for the defense of canned 
goods, and the increase of consumption in them; let us add to 


this a campaign of better prices, prices that will show at leasta 
little profit to the men who do the work. And we can see noth- 
ing that will more directly help towards that end than the proper 
quotation of the market, as here requested. As the Exchange 
says The Trade has long worked along the line of quoting the 
high and low prices on all goods—giving the whole breath of the 
market; let’s all do that. 

That Campaign of Publicity is coming on fine. Look at 
the subscriptions entered this past week—up to Monday the 
26th—more than $1600 added. Is your name in the list? If it 
is not, get it in so that not another week will appear without the 
evidence of your desire to help the business grow. You are not 
asked for much, but see that your subscription is recorded so 
that the entire amount may be gotten together at an early day, 
and the good work commenced. You may think you are cast- 
ing bread upon the waters, but we promise you it will come 
back two-fold. 


The Canned Goods Exchange; as the oldest body of canners 
in the country, is to be congratulated upon its action in voting 
$500 from its Treasury towards this Publicity Board. This is 
the endorsement of age and experience and it should convert 
any Doubting Thomases there may be on this question. For in 
addition to this all the individual members of the Exchange are 
hastening to get their subscriptions in. Baltimore and its pack- 
ers see the movement in the right light, and they are going to 
make efforts greater even than the dollars they contribute repre- 
sent. You may depend upon this. 


It is really very gratifying to see how the industry has not 
hesitated to look into the causes of the present slow consump- 


tion of canned goods ; and no matter how disagreeable the find- 


ings may be, or how deep rooted the practices that may have 
helped to the conditions, they are going to be changed and new 
conditions brought about. The individuals have taken home to 
themselves truths that it was impossible to force upon them 
before, and fully realizing them, are going to see that such 
charges can never be brought to their doors again. 

When a man is ‘‘in wrong’’ truth always hurts, but as long 
as the sailing is easy a correction is not likely. Now that the 
road has become harder adversity has opened the eyes of many— 
we might say the industry—and house cleaning is in full force. 
This coming season’s pack should show the beneficial results of 
this good work ; and if it does, rest assured another big boom to 
the consumption of canned goods will result. 


BROKERS, QUOTE MAXIMUM AS WELL AS MINIMUM PRICES! 


Special meeting ofthe Canned Goods Exchange—Contribution of 
$500 to the Board of Publicity Fund. 


A special meeting of the Baltimore Canned Goods Exchange was held 
at their rooms on Friday April 23rd, with the fullest attendance for some 
time present. The meeting was called by President John S. Gibbs, for.the 
special purpose of considering a resolution brought in by aspecial committee 
at the annual meeting ten days before, and to give the brokers an opport- 
unity to be heard before it was adopted. 

This resolution was: Resolved, that the Canned Goods Exchange res- 
pectfully request all canned goods brokers in publishing their weekly 
quotations to quote both the minimum and the maximum prices which are 
named by the various packers with whom they do business. This method 
to be in line with the practice of trade journals making quotations in the 
various lines of business, giving the trade more complete information as to 
the ranges of the market, including, as stated, the highest as well as the 
lowest prevailing prices among the holders of the goods.”’ 

At the annual meeting, before, the members had spoken at length upon 
the injustice done the industry by quoting simply the lowest figure named, 
and which might have been made upon a special lot of goods which 
the holders wished to unload. Thus it was shown that tomatoes 
might be quoted from 6oc. to 72%c., for the reason that the lower priced 
goods were really not up to standard or that the holder was anxious to un- 
load his holdings; whereas the better goods, and the goods in the hands of 
packers not compelled to sacrifice werestrongly held at 72%c. While these 


perly quoted at 65c. to 7oc., it was certainly not right, nor fair to the in- 
dustry to quote the single figure 60c. as the price for no, 3 standard toma- 
toes. Much of the trouble with the market was traced to this condit’on or 

abit, for the impossibility of advancing prices, or ever getting them out of 
the rut was clearly shown if such a practice was continued. 


Mr. Orem speaking upon the resolution pointed out that it was merely 
‘respectfully requested,’ but in as: much as there must be a mutual depen- 
dence between packer and broker, he felt certain the latter would consider 
it asa duty to comply. Mr. West, representing the. brokers pointed out 
the difficulty in quoting such extremes, and in fact in getting at the maxi- 
mum and the minimum prices, owing tothe extensive range of ideas among 
packers, but was perfectly willing to do it if it could be done. 


Mr. J. Cecil Smith said that though they issued no weekly price list 
and were therefore not interested directly in the question, as brokers, they 
thought there would be a handicap put upon the Baltimore brokers if the 
brokers of other Cities did not also change their methods. 

Mr. T. J. Meehan when called upon for an expression of opinion said 
he was heartily in favor of the motion and would vote for it when it came 
before the house. The only change he could see in it was that it should be 
mandatory insteady of respectfully requested. 

The motion was then put before the house and upon seconding was un- 
animously adopted. It was thought that owing to the opportunity given 
the brokers to present their side, and the final outcome of it, that all brokers 
would consider it binding upou themselves to henceforth quote the highest 
as well as the lowest prices on all articles of canned goods. 

At this point Mr. Orem, who is a member of the Board of Publicity of 
the National Canners’ Association, spoke at length and tothe point upon 
the necessity of a genercus subscription toward the fund of $25,000. which 
the Board was then trying toraise. Heexplained the object and intentions 
for which the money was raised, and moved the appointment of an auxi- 
liary Board in the Exchange to take up the individual subscriptions. The 
Chair appointed the following: H. P. Strasbaugh; C. J. Brooks, H:S. Orem 
and R, M. Gibbs. 

Mr. Hamburger made a motion that the Canned Goods Exchange, of 
itself, make a donation of $500 for the first year out of its Treasury. He 
pointed out that it did not seem right to bind the Exchange down for the 
next two years to the payment of that amount, but that it could be done 
this year, and next year when the time came. The motion was received 
with delight by all members, and was passed amid cheers.

The Government of Japan has called the attention of its Police Author- 
ities to the enforcing of Art. III of the Regulations respecting Receptacles 
for Provisions, etc. issued in 1900. Some American and French canned 
goods have been found recently to contain more lead in the solder used, 
and also in the composition of the tin coating than is permitted by law. 
The ruling says that no solder shall be used on the outside of the can that 
contains more than 50 per cent of lead, and the cans must not be lined, or 
coated, with an alloy of tin and lead which contains more than § per cent 


of lead. Any goods imported into Japan which do not conform to these 
rulings will be seized and confiscated.

Pineapple Sizer. 


The cut below represents a machine for the sizing of Pineapples. Any 
size up to 354 inches diameter may be cut by changing the sizing tube 
or cutter. which is made of brass and held in recess of spindle by two 
screws. The hollow spindle is also lined with brass to prevent the fruit 
coming in contact with the iron as it passes through the spindle. The 
Pineapple, after being cored, is placed on the centering plug on cross head 
and fed through the tube by hand holt on cross heads, the rods on the sides

‘ 
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PRUNING MATURE TREES. 
By 0. B. Whipple, of the Colorado Agricultural College. 
CONTINUED FROM ISSUE OF APRIL 23. 


Suggestions for Pruning as Applied to Specific Plants. 
THE APPLE. 


With the young orchard well grown, the pruner has proba- 
bly solved the most difficult problem in the pruning of the apple 
orchard ; the principles involved in the pruning of the old 
orchard are not complicated. Nearly all of our standard com- 
mercial varieties of apple tend to overbear in Colorado, and one 
of the first objects of the pruner should be to overcome this 
tendency ; the more prolific the variety the heavier the pruning. 
To be an intelligent pruner one must also acquaint himself with 
the habits of growth of the different varieties, as well as habits 
of fruit bearing. Upright growers will require pruning to 
spread them, and straggling growers such heading in as will 
make them grow more upright. The head should be kept 
reasonably open and well supplied with fruiting wood through- 
out. The idea of the opea head, however, can be overdone. 
Limbs that interfere or are liable to form bad crotches should 
be removed and the main branches headed in as the tree indi- 
cates the need by overbearing or by weak growth. Moderate 
annual prunings are always to be preferred to heavy pruning 
at irregular intervals; these heavy prunings tend to upset a 
regular bearing habit and may bring on an ‘‘off-year.’’ How- 
ever, if it should become necessary to employ drastic measures 
in pruning the neglected orchard, do not be afraid to do it, but 
do not make the mistake of selecting an ‘‘off-year’’ in which to 
do the heavy pruning. 


PRUNING MATURE TREES. 


A discussion of the amount of pruning required by different 
varieties could almost as well be introduced as those on the prun- 
ing of different kinds of fruit trees. Yet, the growth of thetree, 
and necessarily the pruning, depends much upon soil conditions; 
and, while it might be possible, it would hardly be safe to lay 
down definite rules for the pruning of any particular variety. 
Both the Winesap and Missouri (Pippin) may be classed as pro- 
lific varieties that require severe pruning. ‘The Jonathan, at the 
age of eleven or twelve years, almost invariably begins to grow 
spindling in the top and requires frequent cutting back to keep 
the tree in a thrifty condition. Varietiesthat bloom heavily but 
set very few fruits should be treated as varieties that overbear; 
prune them heavily during the dormant season. Varieties that 
refuse to develop fruit buds should not be pruned excessively, 
during the dormant season at least. Summer pruning is sup- 
posed to incite fruitfulness, but does not always give uniform 
and satisfactory results. Such varieties may be forced to fruit 
more easily by withholding water in midsummer, or better still, 
plant them on a light soil; poor bearers are nearly always strong 
growers, and very often a shy bearer on heavy soil is prolific on 
a gravelly hillside. The Yellow Newton isa striking example 
of a variety of this type. The growth and fruiting habit of the 
tree, we will see determine largely what treatment it shall re- 
ceive at the hand of the pruner. While pruning may not take 
the place of thinning entirely it may be employed as a means of 
correcting the faults of alternate bearing and of overbearing. 


PRUNING THE APRICOT. 


In the general growth and fruiting habit of the tree the ap- 
ricot occupies a position between the cherry andthe peach. The 
fruit buds are developed in the axils of leaves on both shortened 
spurlike twigs and the stronger growing newwood. These fruit- 
ing spurs of the apricot differ from those of the cherry in that 
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they develop no true terminal buds. The apparent terminal of 
the new growth is a lateral bud and may be either a fruit bud or 
a branch bud. It is generally a branch bud, but it is not uncom- 
mon to find weak spurs bearing only fruit buds, and such spurs 
with no branch bud to continue their growth must perish at the 
close of the fruiting season. 


The general plan of pruning the apricot will resemble that 
followed in pruning the peach, although, as a rule, it should be 


hardly as severe. The young tree is a strong grower and must 
be put through about the same course of training as the young 


peach. This strengthens or stiffens the frame work and develops 
a broad, low-headed tree. Normally the tree does not grow as 
much new wood as the peach, and it is often possible to do the 
majority of pruning by simply heading in the strong growth. 
The pruning should be sufficient to keep the fruiting wood grow- 
ing thriftily and the tree well within bounds. While to acertain 
extent pruning reduces the labor of hand thinning, it will not 
takes its place entirely. If properly thinned, the apricot will 
stand much neglect as regards pruning, but proper pruning is a 
matter of economy. As the tree grows older it will need more 
severe pruning to force new fruiting wood in the center. The 
absence of fruiting wood in the center of the carelessly pruned 
apricot tree is even more pronounced than in the neglected peach 
tree. The top should be well spread and the fruiting area of 
the head maintained near the ground. 

While the season for pruning the apricot in Colorado gener- 
ally extends through February and March, summer pruning is 
quite extensively practiced on the Pacific coast, where the trees 
are headed in as soon as the crop is harvested. This starts the 
smaller lateral into stronger growth and they develop an abund- 
ance of fruit buds. Limited observations of the same sytem em- 
ployed in our climate suggest that it may not be without merit 
here. While this late growth is inclined to be immature and 
may suffer from severe winter freezing, it is more desirable from 


the standpoint of late blooming. Fruit buds on this immature 
wood open from four to five days later than those on mature 
wood. This may frequently be an advantage in localities where 
late spring frosts are not uncommon. The advisability of such 
a practice has not been fully demonstrated and is given only as 
a suggestion. 


THE CHERRY. 


The man who objects to pruning, vowing homage to nature, 
should grow cherries, for there is no fruit tree of which it may 
be said that nature is a more efficient pruner. In fact, it is a 
common impression among fruit growers that the mature cherry 
tree needs no pruning. This condition of affairs, however, is 
more largely due to indifference on the part of the markets than 
to an inability to get results from pruning. When competition 
becomes more keen, fancy grades of cherries will gain in popul- 
arity and, as in the growing of other fancy fruits, pruning will 
be found expedient. 

With the cherry the fruit is borne on one-year-old wood and 
mostly on short growths, or spurs. Anexamination of thespurs 
will show that they differ from those of the apple in that they 
carry both terminal and axillary buds, the terminal with few ex- 
ceptions being a branch bud and those developed in the axils of 
the leaves mostly fruit buds. Fruit buds are also found asaxil- 
lary buds near the base of the stronger growing new wood. The 
cherry, then, has afruiting habit which would indicate that the 
tree will stand only moderate pruning. ‘Trees overpruned pro- 
duce an excess of strong, new wood with few fruit buds. In 
neglected trees the spurs become weak and spindling from con- 
stant bearing; the flowers are borne singly in the buds, when 
they should be in pairs or triplets, and the tree produces a large 
number of medium-sized fruits. 

The manner of pruning will depend somewhat on the variety, 
but the general plan should be to keep the fruiting area of the 
tree as near the ground as possible; to shade the trunk, to pre- 
venc sunscald, and to encourage the growth of fruiting wood 
throughout the entire top. The sweet and semi-sweet varieties 
are upright growers and will need some heading in to keepthem © 
within bounds. The rapid growth forced by pruning must be 
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checked by careful watering. Unless this precaution is heeded 
immature growth will result and, young trees especially, may be 
killed outright during severe winters. Like the Anjou pear, 
some of the cherries produce an excess of weak fruit buds that 
fail to set fruit. When this is found to be the case it is a good 
sign that the tree is not being pruned as severely as it should be. 
Heavy pruning during the dormant season will-often correct the 
fault. On the contrary, lack of bloom is generally due to exces- 
sive pruning or overwatering. Occasionally we find a variety 
where this is characteristic, but it may generally be overcome by 
proper handling. 
PRUNING THE PEACH. 

There is probably no fruit tree that gives the careful, observ- 
ing pruner as much pleasure in pruning as does the peach. Re- 
sults soon indicate whether the pruning is right or wrong, for 
no fruit tree will suffer more from neglect, and none respond 
more promptly to careful treatment. This prompt response, so 
plainly indicated, lends not a little inspiration toward the prop- 
er training and care of the peach orchard, and it is safe to say 
that, largely on this account, no fiuit tree is better pruned than 
is the peach in our recognized peach sections. The practice is 
simple, and lack of courage is more often responsible for failure 
rather than complicated principles. As mentioned before, the 
peach develops its fruit buds in the axile of the leaves, and the 
fruit is borne on one-year-old wood; a system of fruit bearing 
that makes severe pruning a prerequisite to successful peach 
growing. 

In pruning the peach the object of the pruner should be to 
cut out enough wood to force good, strong growth each year; to 
remove superfluous fruiting wood, and to give the tree the de- 
sired shape. The mature peach tree should make an annual 
growth of at least eighteen inches. With such new growth 
much of the new wood will have to be removed entirely while 
that remaining may be cut back to remove a part of the fruit 
buds it carries. While some object to shortening-in the fruiting 
wood, contending that it injures the fruit, the years of experien- 
ce of our most careful growers recommend rather than condemn 
such a system of thinning. While it does not take the place of 
hand-thinning entirely, it does save a great deal of tedious hand 
work. Itis hard to say just how much of the new wood is to 


be removed or how much the remainder should be shortened in. 
Probably four-fifths is removed entirely, the amount removed 
from that remaining depending more upon the location of the 
fruit buds. With the older tree it may be half or even more, 
while in the case of the young tree it may be necessary to leave 
the laterals unpruned, on account of the fruit buds being nearer 
the tips. As the framework stiffens the tree may be spread a 
little more, but it should not be allowed to go much higher. It 
is a common practice to do the heavier pruning earlier in the 
spring, leaving the clipping back and thinning of the new wood 
until later, some waiting until all danger of frost is past. The 
pruner should constantly keep before him an ideal form for the 
peach tree, the well grown young orchard, at the mercy of acare- 
less pruner, may become ungainly and unproductive at the age 
of ten years. Effort should be made to keep the fruit as near 
the ground as possible; most of the fruit on a five-year-old tree 
should be reached from the ground, and in no peach orchard 
should the picker need a ladder longer than six fect. The depth 
of the fruiting area of the peach tree will seldom exceed six or 
seven feet, and an attempt to increase this depth only results in 
a smothering out of the wood below. A better plan is to increase 
the productiveness of the tree by increasing its spread rather 
than its height. The ideal peach tree is one in which the top 
just comes within a right angle or, in other words, the spread 
should be almost double the height. There is no fault to which 
the old peach tree more often falls beir than that of the absence 
of fruiting wood in its lower parts. Such wood below can only 
be maintained by vigorous pruning in the top. The center 
should also be well filled with fruiting wood, as space may be 
unnecessarily wasted by training the top too open; the open 
center is not a necessity in our arid sections where we enjoy an 
abundance of sunshine. The fruiting wood in the center of the 
tree will hardly appear as strong as that nearer the tips, but, 
nevertheless, some of our best fruit comes from short and ap- 
parently weak spurs along the larger limbs. Some have tried 
summer pruving (thinning out the new wood in the center of 
the tree), hoping to strengthen the wood remaining, but it has 
not given satisfactory results; too often it starts new growth that 


is immature and unfruitful.
